A  REMINDER,  HI  AFTER  VOURA&  MEANS  IT  IS 

MAKING  FOILS 


While  there  are  several  ways  to  make  a  foil,  some  requiring  a  moderate 
amount  of  equipment,  they  can  be  made  simply  .  Good  foils  are  needed  by 
the  New  Finds  Editor  to  get  the  proper  information  for  publication  and  in 
order  that  NSC  A  have  as  nice  a  permanent  record  as  practical.  1  have  made 
thousands  of  foils  using  only  aluminum  foils  and  an  eraser.  Eberhard  Faber 
#400  eraser  works  fine,  although  most  pencil  erasers  will  do.  1  use  a  medium 
weight  aluminum  foil.  The  light  weight  foils  make  the  finest  impressions  but 
are  not  nearly  as  durable  as  heavier  foils.  Always  remember  to  fold  the 
bright  side  of  the  foil  around  the  token.  Placing  the  foil  in  a  2x2  holder  with 
all  pertinent  information  will  be  much  appreciated.  Rubbings  will  work  fine 
too,  but  someone  who  uses  them  will  have  to  elaborate.  Thanks,

TENNESSEE  TOKENS  “FOR  TIES”. 


From  the  time  I  first  acquired  the  two  tokens  from  Reliance  Coal  &  Coke  Co., 
Hartranft,  Tenn,  listed  in  Edkins  (page  295),  as  MX1-5  and  MX  1-75,  I  wondered 
what  they  were  for  and  how  they  were  used.  These  tokens  are  for  “5  ties  delivered” 
and  “75  ties  delivered”.  These  are  very  old.  Reliance  Coal  &  Coke  Co.  having  been 
organized  in  1895.  Only  very  recently  have  I  learned  what  these  “ties”  were  and 
how  they  were  used.  Clyde  Mayes  of  Middlesboro,  Ky.,  showed  me  a  “tie”  and 
explained  how  it  was  used  in  the  mine.  It  seems  the  company  ran  tracks  for  the  coal 
cars  to  be  loaded  to  within  20  feet  of  the  coal  face,  it  being  the  miner’s  responsibility 
to  get  the  tracks  closer.  The  “ties”  were  an  extension  of  the  rail,  steel  or  cast  iron, 
roughly  4  feet  long.  Attached  to  the  track  they  extended  it  closer  to  the  coal  face 
where  the  miner  could  load  the  coal.  After  they  got  further  from  the  track,  the 
company  would  extend  the  rails  and  the  process  would  begin  all  over  again.  The 
exact  usage  of  the  tokens  is  probably  unknown,  although  we  can  assume  the  miner 
paid  for  his  “ties”,  and  that  these  tokens,  as  with  exploder  tokens,  were  a  means  to 
charge  him.  These  are  the  only  tokens  of  this  type  I  am  aware  of,  and  very  rare. 
Copeland’s  Tennessee  Token  Book  lists  only  the  75  ties  variety.  If  anyone  has  any 
further  information  concerning  these  tokens  and  the  use  of  them,  itwill  be 
appreciated.
